"Nobody, in fact, can doubt that the 


happy issue of such 'a great assemblage, 
which includes representalives of all 
Ihe civilized nations,- will mark a his- 
torical date for Christian civilization, 
especially in Kurope, the peoples of 


wlllch have suffered so much in past 
conflicts and ^hrough Its recent and 
most 
deplorable 
consequences, 
and 


rightly desire that through the agency 
of the conference, the danger of new 
conflagrations shall bo removed as far 
as possible. 


"May full attainment at least pro- 


pare the basis for the future and not 
far distant advent, of a new era of 
peace of which one may say. with the 
J.sible, that justice 
and 
peace 
have 


joined, remembering tiiat the exigen- 
cies of justice must bo tempered with 
cha'rlty. 


"Such a return to the normal state of 


human relations In Its essenlial ele- 
ments, In conformity with tho dictates 
of reason, which is also the Divine 
command, will work greatly to the ad- 


vantage of both conquerors and con- 
quered, but especially to the advan- 
tage of those unhappy populations of 
eastern 
Kurope 
which 
already laid 


waste by war, by internecine strug- 
gles and by religions persecutions, aro 
now In addition decimated by famine 
and epidemics, while they embrace In 
their territory so 
many sources of 


weallh lhal they might be strong ele- 
ments in social restoration. 


"May 
our word of compassion and 


comfort, together with that of our la- 
mented predecessor, reach these popu- 
lations though they are divided from 
our communion by an nncicnt differ- 
ence, and may these unhappy popula- 
tions also receive the ardent desire uf 
our paternal heart to see them enjoy, 
together with us, tho same gifts of 
humility and peace which 
are

pressed by common participation in tile 
Holy Mysteries. .' 


"And 
if by the height of misadven- 


ture, even In this conference, Ihe at- 
tcmpts at sincere pacification and last- 
ing agreement should fail, who can 
think without Irepiilalion how much tho 
condition of Kurope, already so deplor- 
able and threatening would bo aggra- 
vated with tho pronpcct of continually 
increasing suffering and the danger of 
a conllagation which would involve in 
Its ruins, all Christian civilization?' 1
